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To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban 
District  Councie  of  Carlton. 


Centlemen, 

T have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Report  for  the 
year  1913,  which,  together  with  previous  Annual  Reports, 
covers  a period  of  no  less  than  31  years. 

Reports  concerning  the  past  year  from  the  Surveyor 
and  Inspector  of  Nuisauces  are  appended. 

As  on  previous  occasions,  after  a reconstitution  of 
the  Council,  and  in  accordance  with  directions  issued  by 
the  Local  Government  Board,  I will  make  a few  remarks 
Tespecting  the  physical  and  social  conditions  of  the  District. 

It  is  understood  that  the  contents  of  a Medical  Officer’s 
Report  are  for  the  information  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  others,  as  well  as  the  District  Council. 

Of  the  7 new  members  elected  to  the  present  Council 
of  15,  three  had  served  in  former  times,  so  that  11  members 
were  well  acquainted  with  the  routine  of  business  requiring 
their  attention. 

The  area  of  the  District  comprises  1,459  acres  ; the 
higher  and  larger  part  has  a strong  clay  soil,  and  the 
lower,  alluvial  gravel. 

The  District  is  divided  into  three  Wards,  viz.  ; Carlton, 
Netherfield,  and  Dorchester. 
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Carlton  is,  in  a sense,  the  oldest  part  of  the  Distriet  ; 
the  development  of  the  other  two  Wards  having  been  of 
comparatively  recent  date.  In  the  3"ear  1880,  I question 
whether  there  were  more  than  30  houses  in  Netherfield, 
and  there  were  very  few  indeed  in  Porchester. 

Netherfield  is  now  almost  covered  with  dwellings, 
shops  and  factories,  and  Porchester  has  developed  rapidW 
during  the  past  few  years  as  a residential  suburb. 

In  Netherfield  there  are  about  33  persons  to  the  acre, 
compared  with  about  9 in  Carlton  and  Porchester  combined. 

In  Carlton  the  population  is  dense  in  some  parts, 
and  ver}"  scanty  in  others. 

Carlton  and  Porchester  contain  a large  area  of  agri- 
cultural land,  and,  being  adjacent  to  the  Cit}^  of  Notting- 
ham, are  capable  of  and  likeN  to  display  a much  further 
development  in  the  near  future. 

The  Nottingham  tramways  have  been  extended,  for 
some  years,  to  the  north-western  part  of  Porchester,, 
and  quite  recently  to  the  western  extremity  of  Carlton, 
and  further  extension  into  the  centre  of  the  latter  is  to  be 
effected  ver}^  soon. 

The  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  has  a station 
at  Netherfield  and  another  at  Gedling,  on  the  borders  of 
the  District  ; and  the  Midland  Railway  Company  has  one 
at  Carlton,  so  in  these  respects,  excellent  facilities  for 
travelling  and  commercial  enterprise  are  provided.

The  chief  sources  of  employment  are  lace,  hosiery  and 
other  Nottingham  businesses  ; and  within  the  District, 
railway  works,  cotton-doubling,  printing,  surgical  hosiery, 
brick-making,  etc. 

The  colliery  at  Gedling  affords  employment  also  for 
a rather  large  number  of  residents. 

Trade  during  the  past  year  has,  I believe,  been  brisk, 
with  the  exception  of  some  branches  of  the  lace  trade. 

There  are  no  so-called  dangerous  trades  likely  to 
injure  the  health  of  the  employees  in  the  District.  Only 
one  case  of  lead-poisoning  came  to  my  notice  during  the 
3'ear  ; the  man  affected  having  been  engaged  in  mixing 
paint  and  melting  lead. 

Carlton  contains  by  far  the  largest  number  of  poor 
people  in  comparison  with  the  other  two  Wards,  the  former 
having  a number  of  houses  only  suitable  for  such  persons. 
On  the  other  hand,  provision  is  here  rapidly  being  supplied 
for  those  more  comfortably  situated. 

The  amount  of  out-door  relief  distributed  in  the 
District,  during  the  year,  was  £773  17s. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  District  last  spring  was 
£43,052  16s.,  and  the  assessable  value  £37,266  12s.  On 
such  assessable  value,  one  penny  in  the  pound  produced 

£145. 

At  the  same  period,  the  estimated  mileage  of  main 
roads  was  2 miles  1 J furlongs,  and  the  other  roads  14  miles. 
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The  various  schools  and  their  precints  are  in  a satis- 
factory condition.  The  girls’  department  in  Ashwell 
Street  schools  was  closed  for  3 weeks,  on  account  of  Scarlet 
Fever  ; and  the  infants’  department  for  3 weeks,  on  account 
of  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough,  in  the  spring  ; and 
Manvers  Street  infants’  school,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  for 
Measles. 

Closure  of  vSunday  schools  at  times  is  desirable,  and, 
hitherto,  suggestions  for  such  a course  have  received 
courteous  and  favourable  consideration  from  managers. 
Whether  sanitary  authorities  should  have  power  to  deal 
with  these,  as  with  public  elementary  schools,  is  a question 
with  the  usual  two  sides  ; some  might  think  such  a measure 
intolerant,  others  as  essential. 

All  the  schools  are  provided  with  Nottingham  Corpora- 
tion water,  and  also  the  whole  District,  with  the  exception 
of  a few  properties  which  are  still  supplied  from  wells. 
These  few  wells  are  old,  imperfectly  constructed  and  liable 
to  pollution.  When  pollution  has  been  discovered,  notices 
have  been  served,  and  owners  have,  in  almost  every 
instance,  substituted  Nottingham  Corporation  water. 


The  following  are  the  chief  Acts  under  which  the 
health  officials  carry  out  their  duties  : — Public  Health 
Acts,  1875,  1890  and  1907  ; Infectious  Diseases  Notifica- 
tion, 1899  ; Town  Police  Clauses  Act  (re  smoke  nuisance 
from  private  houses)  ; Housing,  Town  Planning  Act, 
1909  ; Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901  ; and  also  Dairies, 
etc..  Regulations. 
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New  Bye-laws,  with  respect  to  new  streets  and 
buildings,  were  made  and  allowed  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  in  1907,  superseding  those  made  by  the  Local 
Board  in  the  year  1883.  There  are  also  Bye-laws  in  force 
respecting  slaughter  houses. 


There  are  three  spacious  recreation  grounds  most 
accessible  to  the  middle  and  lower  parts  of  Carlton  and 
Netherfield,  and  I think  that  some  such  provision,  in  the 
near  future,  would  be  useful  for  the  upper  part  of  Carlton, 
and  perhaps  Porchester.  Delay  in  procuring  sites  for 
such  purposes  often  means  increased  expense  ultimately, 
or  even  impossibility  of  acquirement.  The  present  rate- 
payers nia3^  not  feel  inclined  to  provide  for  future  genera- 
tions, although  repa\mient  of  loans  extends  over  a number 
of  3^ears  ; but  facilities  for  recreation  must  be  an  attraction, 
and  a decided  impro\'ement  to  aii}^  district ; withdrawing 
children  from  the  streets,  and  beneficialh^  affecting  the 
surrounding  atmosphere. 

Another  improvement  worthy  of  further  consideration 
before  long,  funds  permitting,  would  be  the  provision  of 
a few  public  baths  in  this  industrial  District.  A swimming 
bath  is  not  so  necessary,  on  account  of  the  close  proximity 
of  the  river  Trent  and  the  Nottingham  Corporation  baths 
at  vSneinton. 

Owing  to  the  munificence  of  Mr.  Carnegie,  an  excellent 
Free  Library"  and  Reading  Room  have  been  established 
for  some  years,  and  branch  libraries  in  this  scattered 
District  would  be  advantageous. 
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POPULATION. 

The  Rate  collectors  have  once  more  kindly  supplied 
me  with  the  number  of  houses  occupied  and  unoccupied 
at  midsummer  last.  The  occupied  houses  numbered 
3,973,  and  the  unoccupied,  163.  Carlton  Ward  contained 
1,890  occupied  and  50  unoccupied  houses  ; Netherfield, 
1,487  occupied  and  105  unoccupied  ; and  Porchester, 
596  occupied  and  8 unoccupied. 

The  total  population  at  that  time  for  the  whole 
District,  based  on  an  average  of  4.4  per  house  for  Carlton 
and  Netherfield,  and  4 for  Porchester  (the  average  numbers 
of  persons  per  house  according  to  the  1911  census),  is 
estimated  to  have  been  17,243.  That  for  Carlton,  8,316  ; 
Netherfield,  6,543  ; and  Porchester,  2,384.  On  these 
figures  I have  estimated  the  birth  and  death-rates,  etc. 

I may  add  that  I am  of  opinion  that  there  has  been 
as  appreciable  an  increase  in  the  number  of  residents 
since,  as  up  to,  last  midsummer. 

According  to  these  figures,  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  845  individuals  for  the  whole  District,  and  for  each 
Ward,  viz.  ; Carlton,  554  ; Netherfield,  123  ; and  Por- 
chester, 168  ; since  the  midsummer  of  the  previous  year. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  438  births  registered  in  the  District,  and 
1 illegitimate  birth  transferred  from  outside,  as  belonging 
to  it,  making  a total  of  439,  compared  with  406  in  the 
previous  year,  and  419  in  1911.  Of  these,  222  were  males 
and  217  females.  Belonging  to  Carlton,  there  were  216 
births;  to  Netherfield,  181;  and  to  Porchester, '42. 
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The  net  birth-rate  was  25' 46,  compared  with  24-76 
in  1912  and  26  65  in  1911. 

There  were  15  illegitimate  births,  exactly  the  same 
number  as  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  illegitimate 
Tirths,  10  belonged  to  Carlton,  4 to  Netherfield,  and  1 to 
Porchester. 

The  birth-rate  for  Carlton  Ward  was  25-97  ; for 
Netherfield,  27-67  ; and  Porchester,  17-62.  In  1912  the 
respective  birth-rates  were  - Carlton,  25-38  ; Netherfield, 
26-95  ; and  Porchester,  15-79, 

The  birth-rate  for  the  smaller  towns  in  England  and 
Wales  for  1913  was  23- 9. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  189  deaths  registered  in  the  District,  and 
25  outside,  belonging  to  the  District.  There  were  also  5 
deaths  registered  in  the  District  which  belonged  to  outside 
districts  ; making  a net  total  of  209. 

The  gross  death-rate,  that  is  of  those  registered  in 
the  District,  was  10.96,  and  the  net  rate  of  all  belonging 
to  the  District  12.12. 

The  standardized,  or  further  corrected  death-rate, 
which  would  have  been  recorded  had  the  sex  and  age 
constitution  of  the  population  been  identical  with  that 
of  England  and  Wales,  as  enumerated  in  1901,  was  12.53. 
The  proportion  of  females  and  old  people  varies  in  districts 
from  the  average  for  the  whole  Kingdom.  By  applying 
the  factor  which  was  passed  on  to  me  by  the  County 
Medical  Ofifcer  from  the  Registrar  General,  the  final 
correction  is  arrived  at.

The  1911  census  would,  no  doubt,  reveal  variations 
in  the  above  respects  from  the  1901,  and  necessitated  such 
readjustment. 

This  factor  will  be  used  until  after  the  next  census. 

The  increased  death-rate  in  1913,  compared  with  that 
of  1912,  cannot  be  attributed  to  a larger  number  of  deaths 
from  Zymotic  diseases,  for,  from  such  chief  diseases,  there 
were  the  same  number,  viz.  : 15  in  1912  and  1913.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  were  5 more  deaths  in  the  latter  year 
from  Tuberculous  diseases  ; 2 against  none  from  Diarrhoe 
and  Dysentry  ; 15  more  of  children  under  1 year,  and  14 

more  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

There  were  198  certified  and  11  uncertified  deaths; 
the  percentage  of  the  latter  having  been  about  5.  The 
percentage  in  1912  was  nearty  9. 

Of  the  deaths,  104  belonged  to  Carlton,  with  a death- 
rate  of  12.51  ; to  Netherfield,  79,  with  rate  12.07  ; and  to 
Porchester,  26,  with  10.91. 

Of  deaths  of  persons  over  60  years  of  age,  36  belonged 
to  Carlton,  18  to  Netherfield,  and  13  to  Porchester  ; the 
percentages  of  such  deaths  having  been  about  35  for 
Carlton,  23  for  Netherfield,  and  exactly  50  for  Porchester. 
Such  a large  percentage  of  what  may  be  termed  unavoidable 
deaths  in  the  latter  division  is  rather  a favourable  feature, 
for,  to  put  it  hypothetically  and  by  way  of  comparison^ 
exclusive  of  these  deaths,  the  death-rates  of  the  remainder 
work  out  at  8.18  for  Carlton,  9.32  for  Netherfield,,  and  only 
5.45  for  Porchester. 
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Porchester  being  a residential  district,  contains  a 
large  percentage  of  elderly  people  who  have  retired  from 
business  ; on  the  other  hand,  the  proportion  of  young 
people  is  probably  low.  Mere  statistics  without  considera- 
tion of  age  and  sex  may  be  rather  misleading. 

The  crude  death-rate  for  the  145  smaller  towns  in 
England  and  Wales  for  1913  was  12.8,  and  standardized 

13.0. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  41  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age, 
of  which  36  were  certified  and  5 uncertified.  Of  these, 
13  died  within  a week  from  birth,  1 between  1 and  2 weeks, 
and  1 between  2 and  3 weeks  ; so  that  15  did  not  survive 
1 month.  Of  the  remainder,  6 died  between  1 and  3 
months,  8 between  3 and  6 months,  6 between  6 and  9 
months,  and  6 between  9 and  12  months. 

The  rate  per  1,000  births  was  93.  In  1912,  there 
were  only  26  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  the  rate 
having  been  64  per  1,000  births  ; the  rates  in  1910  and 
1911  were,  respectively,  113  and  112. 

Dr.  Handford,  County  Medical  Otficer,  in  his  last 
Annual  Report  wrote — “ It  would  be  very  advantageous 
if  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  were  adopted  for  the  whole 
-County,  as  has  been  done  in  some  Counties,  and  a sufficient 
number  of  Health  Visitors  appointed.  This  work  might 
be  combined  with  school  nurses’  work,  midwives’  inspection, 
and  visiting  the  houses  of  tuberculous  patients.  Failing 
this,  every  district  with  an  infantile  mortality  above  80 
per  1,000  births,  which  may  be  taken  as  a reasonable  rate, 
ought  to  adopt  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  and  appoint 
a Health  Visitor. 
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It  may  be  urged  that  the  expense  would  be  unduly 
heavy  for  poor  districts  where  such  assistance  is  most 
needed,  and  that,  being  of  such  national  importance,  a 
more  central  authority  should  undertake  the  task. 

The  work  of  School  Nurse,  Health  Visitor  and  Tuber- 
culosis Nurse  might  be  combined  as  suggested,  and 
economically  cover  more  than  one  district  ; this  would, 
I feel  sure,  mean  a welcome  supervision,  having  a beneficial 
effect  over  an  extended  period,  and  not  be  confined  to 
the  newly  born  only. 

In  Carlton  there  were  19  deaths  of  infants  under  1 
\mar  ; in  Netherfield,  19  ; and  Porchester,  3.  The  rates 
per  1,000  births  having  been  : for  Carlton,  88  ; Netherfield, 
100  ; and  Porchester,  71. 

The  rate  for  the  145  smaller  towns  in  England  and 
Wales  was  112. 

There  was  1 death  each  from  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea 
and  Measles,  7 from  Premature  Birth,  and  10  from  Atrophy, 
Debility  and  Marasmus.  There  were  two  deaths  from 
Tuberculous  Diseases  of  the  brain.  There  was  1 death 
of  an  illegitimate  infant 

Everything  which  improves  the  conditions  of 
individuals,  houses  and  surroundings,  should,  as  far  as 
possible,  be  accomplished,  not  only  to  preserve  life,  but 
to  ensure  good  health.  A high  infantile  death-rate  denotes 
in  addition  the  presence  of  a large  number  of  children 
and  others  with  impaired  health,  because,  though  esca])ing 
death,  the  constitution  is  too  frequently  damaged  by  the 
diseases  of  childhood. 


DEATHS  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


As  before  mentioned,  there  were  15  deaths  from  the 
seven  principal  epidemic  diseases,  which  include  Small 
Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles  and  Diarrhoea. 
Of  these,  Measles  caused  2 deaths  of  children,  1 under 

1 year  and  the  other  between  2 and  5 3^ears  of  age  ; Scarlet 
Fever,  1 death  between  15  and  25  3’ears  ; Whooping  Cough, 

2 between  1 and  2 years,  and  3 between  2 and  5 years  ; 
Diphtheria.  2 between  2 and  5 \"ears,  and  3 between  5 and 
15  \^ears  ; and  Diarrhoea,  2 under  1 \"ear  of  age. 

The  epidemic  death-rate  was  '87,  compared  with* 91 
in  1912,  1-9  in  1911,  ‘44  in  1910,  and  -69  in  1909. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

Basford  Isolation  Hospital,  on  agreed  terms,  receives 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  ; and  Huck- 
nall  Torkard  (Rushcliffe)  Hospital,  vSmall  Pox  cases. 

The  Nottingham  General  Hospital  also  receives 
Enteric  Fever  cases. 

The  Notts.  Ransome  Sanatorium  provides  a certain 
amount  of  accommodation  for  Tuberculosis  cases. 

The  removal  of  an  infected  person  to  an  Isolation 
Hospital  is  partly  for  the  protection  of  other  members 
of  the  community,  and,  therefore,  heavy  charges  to  people 
of  moderate  means  should  be  avoided.  The  District 
Council  has  hitherto  been  as  considerate  as  ])ossible  in  this 
matter,  to  the  extent  of  making  no  charge  in  some  and 
demanding  only  reduced  fees  (to  be  paid  by  instalments) 
in  other  cases. 
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NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  altogether  232  notifications  received, 
of  which  85  related  to  Carlton,  127  to  Netherfield,  and  20 
to  Porchester. 

The  notification  of  all  Tuberculous  Diseases,  which  is 
now  compulsory,  has  added  considerably  to  the  number 
for  the  year. 

By  far  the  largest  number  of  notifications,  viz.  : 107, 
were  of  diseases  affecting  children  between  5 and  15  3’ears 
of  age,  which  would,  of  course,  include  a large  proportion 
of  school  children. 

The  homes  of  those  affected  are  visited  to  ascertain 
the  source  of  illness  ; discover  any  defective  sanitary 
conditions  which  may  exist,  with  a.  view  to  remedy  ; and 
ensure  isolation,  disinfection,  etc. 

The  attack-rates  per  1 ,000  on  the  estimated  population 
were  ; for  the  whole  District,  13’5  ; for  Carlton,  10‘2  ; 
Netherfield,  19.4  ; and  Porchester,  8.4. 

Netherfield,  which  is  somewhat  densely  populated, 
contains  a large  proportion  of  school  children,  and  therefore 
favours  extension  of  infectious  diseases. 

It  should  be  explained  that  some  of  the  notifications 
of  Tuberculosis  were  repetitions  of  former  ones. 

A steam  disinfector  is  one  of  the  needs  of  the  District  ; 
the  subject  has  been  discussed,  but  left  in  abeyance.

Prevention  of  infectious  diseases,  with  their  sometimes 
fatal  consequences,  is,  to  my  mind,  as  necessary  as  ju'even- 
tion  of  destruction  of  ])roperty  fire.  Apart  from  the 
damage  to  health  and  loss  of  life,  an  extensive  epidemic 
of  Typhoid  Fever  or  vSmall  Pox,  for  instance,  might  be 
very  costly  and  entail  a serious  increase  of  the  District 
rate.  The  clothing  and  bedding  of  Tuberculous  patients 
who  have  been  removed  to  Hospital,  or  have  died,  can 
only  be  effectually  disinfected  by  means  of  a steam  dis- 
infector ; and  in  a populous  district  containing  numerous 
cases,  in  addition  to  other  more  or  less  present  infectious 
diesases,  proper  provision  for  thorough  disinfection  is 
very  desirable. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Small-pox.  - The  year  has  passed  without  this  disease 
appearing.  My  opinion,  as  a medical  man,  has  been  so 
frequentl}”  expressed  with  regard  to  the  prophylactic 
value  of  vaccination  that  I may  be  excused  perhaps  for 
recalling  the  pregnant  words  of  one,  unconnected  with 
the  profession,  but  having  had  ample  opportunities  of 
forming  an  unbiassed  judgment. 

Charles  Knight,  in  his  celebrated  History  of  England, 
published  about  the  middle  of  the  19th  century,  wrote  ; 

“ But  of  all  those  who,  by  science,  diminished  the 
amount  of  domestic  sorrow,  and  enlarged  the  average 
term  of  human  life,  was  the  physician,  who  for  half  a 
century  had  been  striving  in  vain  to  make  the  medical 
world  feel  confidence  in  his  discovery  of  vaccination. 
For  thirty  years  after  this  antidote  to  the  Small-pox 
was  first  practised  in  1800,  the  wholly  ignorant  and 
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imperfectly  educated  still  stood  in  the  way  of  the  general 
diffusion  of  this  great  blessing  of  our  era.  Now  the  law 
])rescribes  that  every  child  born  in  the  Kingdom  must 
be  vaccinated.  We  look  back  upon  the  time  when 
many  who  had  escaped  with  life  from  the  terrible  disease 
that  killed  ninety-two  in  every  thousand  of  the  popula- 
tion, bore  into  our  public  places  the  indelible  marks  of 
the  scourge,  and  we  rejoice  now  to  behold  the  unscarred 
faces  of  the  young  as  the  best  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  Edward  Jenner.” 

Diphtheria,  including  Membranous  Croup.-  There  were 
40  notifications  and  5 deaths.  This  disease  has  increased 
in  prevalence,  for  in  1912  there  were  28,  and  1911  only 
14  notifications.  Five  notifications  were  received  in 
January,  4 in  February,  5 in  March,  0 in  April,  2 each  in 
May  and  June,  3 in  July,  0 in  August,  5 in  September,  3 in 
October,  8 in  November  and  3 in  December. 

Of  these  notifications,  16  related  to  Carlton,  21  to 
Netherfield  and  3 to  Porchester.  Those  affected  were 
all  young  ]3ersons  ; 8 between  1 and  5 3"ears,  29  between  5 
and  15,  and  3 between  15  and  25  years. 

One  case  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  attack-rate  per  1,000  population  was  2.3,  with  a 
death-percentage  of  12.5.  In  1912,  the  attack-rate  was 
1.7,  and  the  death-percentage  14  ; and  in  1911,  the  attack- 
rate  was  only  .86,  but  the  death-percentage  was  36  ; so 
that  the  number  of  deaths  has  proportionately  decreased, 
atid  this  I attribute  to  the  more  general  use  of  Antitoxin. 
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The  attack-rates  were  : for  Carlton,  1.9  ; Netherfield, 
3.2  ; and  Porchester,  1.3. 

The  keeping  of  fowls  and  pigeons  near  houses  is  a 
too  common  cause  of  air  pollution,  and  calculated  to 
foster  the  disease.  Properly  paved  back-yards  or  well- 
cultivated  gardens  would  be  preferable. 

More  attention  to  the  teeth  of  children,  to  preserve 
a healthy  condition  of  the  mouth  and  throat,  might  effect 
a greater  power  of  resistance  to  this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  notifications  numbered  93  with  1 
death  ; the  attack-rate  per  1,000  population  having  been 
for  the  whole  District,  5.4  ; for  Carlton,  2,6  ; Netherfield, 
9.6  ; and  Porchester,  3.4. 

The  fact  that  only  one  death  ensued  indicates  the 
extremely  mild  type  of  the  disease,  a characteristic  which 
has  been  noticeable  for  a number  of  years. 

Three  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Of  the  93  cases,  69  were  those  of  children  of  about 
school  age,  that  is  between  5 and  15  years.  Of  the  others, 
13  were  under  5 years  of  age,  9 between  15  and  25,  and  2 
between  25  and  45  years.  Ten  cases  were  notified  in 
January,  10  in  PTbruary,  4 in  March,  7 in  April,  2 each 
in  May,  June  and  July,  1 in  August,  6 in  vSeptember,  16 
in  October,  13  in  November  and  20  in  December.  The 
disease  having  been  most  prevalent  in  the  first  and  last 
4 months  of  the  year.  During  the  colder  months,  with 
frequent  weather  changes,  vitality  becomes  lowered  and 
susceptibility  to  infection  increased. 
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Erysipelas. — There  were  25  notifications,  14  relating 
to  Carlton.  8 to  Netherfield,  and  3 to  Porchester.  In  the 
previous  year  there  were  27  notifications. 

Improved  housing,  clean  surroundings,  freedom  from 
over-crowding  and  plenty  of  fresh  air  are  probably  most 
effective  preventives. 

Enteric  Fever. — There  were  2 cases  of  this  disease 
notified,  1 in  Carlton  and  the  other  in  Netherfield.  The 
Carlton  case  was  attributed  to  the  consumption  of  mussels. 
The  one  at  Netherfield  was  that  of  a railway  engine  driver, 
who  was  constantly  away  from  home,  and  confessed  to 
having  drunk  plentifully  of  water  in  various  places.  In 
the  absence  of  evidence  of  any  other  cause,  I think  that 
his  indulgence  in  water-drinking,  however  estimable,  ina^" 
have  determined  his  illness.  Water  polluted  by  Typhoid 
stools  and  urine,  infected  milk  and  shell-fish,  and  food 
prepared  b}^  so-called  carriers,  also  the  conveyance  of 
germs  by  flies,  are  some  of  the  best-known  sources  of 
infection. 

Puerperal  Fever. — There  was  1 notification  in  Carlton 
of  a case  which  proved  fatal.  This  disease  is  happily  now 
very  rare.  The  supervision  of  midwives  by  inspectors 
ensuring  cleanliness  in  every  detail,  and  the  greater  intelli- 
gence displayed  by  them  in  the  earl}^  recognition  of  con- 
ditions requiring  medical  skill,  and  availing  themselves 
of  it,  have  reduced  the  number  of  cases. 

With  regard  to  the  case  mentioned,  the  midwife  in 
attendance  was  suspended  for  2 or  3 days,  and,  meanwhile, 
her  clothes  were  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected. 


Tuberculous  Diseases. — Since  February  1st,  1913,  all 
cases  of  these  diseases,  whether  affecting  the  lungs  or  other 
parts  of  the  body,  were  notifiable.  Previous  to  that  date, 
the  notifications  were  confined  to  the  former. 


During  the  year,  52  notifications  of  pulmonary  and  19 
of  other  forms  were  received,  but  of  the  pulmonary,  10 
were  supplementary,  that  is  to  say  renotifications  of  cases 
previously  notified.  Of  the  pulmonary  cases,  17  resided 
in  Carlton,  20  in  Netherfield  and  5 in  Porchester  ; and  of 
other  forms,  9 in  Carlton  and  10  in  Netherfield. 


There  were  15  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  12  from  other  forms.  There  may  have  been  more 
cases  than  those  notified,  but  we  may  take  the  number 
as  approximately  correct,  as  the  disease  is  not  likely  to 
be  endured  long  without  advice  being  sought  from  either 
a Practitioner,  Hospital  or  Dispensary. 


The  attack-rate  per  1,000  population  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  according  to  the  notifications,  was  3.10,  and 
the  death-percentage  about  29. 

It  cannot  be  too  emphatically  instilled  into  the  minds 
of  people  that  consumption  is  an  avoidable  and,  under 
favourable  circumstances,  even  a curable  disease. 

The  favourable  circumstances  are  ; early  recognition 
and  removal  from  baneful  to  healthy  conditions,  and  a 
strict  observance  subsequently  of  hygienic  rules. 
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Fresh  air,  as  much  sunshine  as  possible,  good  food 
and  suitable  exercise  or  rest  are  some  of  the  best  pre- 
ventives and  remedies.  This  means  that  comfortable, 
dry,  well-ventilated  and  clean  homes  and  the  most  nourish- 
ing and  wholesome  food  are  of  importance.  Nourishing 
and  wholesome  food  need  not  be  the  most  expensive  ; 
how  few  parents  of  the  poorer  class  provide  their  children 
with  porridge,  rice  and  milk,  lentils,  etc.,  in  any  quantity  ; 
and  further,  how  very  few  regard  proper  ventilation  by 
open  windows  as  at  all  necessary  ! I am  constrained  to 
say  that  if  less  alcohol  were  consumed  by  some  parents, 
and  more  good  boiled  milk  and  porridge  partaken  of  b}^ 
their  offspring,  it  would  be  very  much  better  for  both. 

The  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  chiefly  affecting 
children,  are  frequently  caused  by  the  bovine  bacillus 
present  in  unsterilized  cows’  milk.  Future  legislation 
may,  in  time,  effect  a great  reduction  of  such  cases. 

Much  is  being  done  to  enlighten  people  respecting  the 
causes,  prevention  and  treatment  of  consumption  ; but 
special  instruction  in  schools  would  make  a lasting  im- 
pression on  the  minds  of  those  present. 

All  dwellings  containing  Tuberculosis  cases  have 
been  visited  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  or  m3’self, 
investigations  made  respecting  accommodation  and  sani- 
tary conditions,  and  printed  instructions  distributed. 
Spit-bottles  have  been  supplied,  and  disinfection  carried 
out  when  necessary.  Patients  have  also  been  ^usited  by 
a special  nurse,  under  the  direction  of  the  Count}^  Medical 
Officer.  Bleven  patients  have  been  admitted  into  the 
Ransome  Sanatorium  from  the  District. 


Advanced  cases  in  small  homes  appear  to  be  the  most 
difficult  to  deal  with,  as  there  is  no  Hospital  for  such,' and 
they  remain  a menace  to  those  around.  The  natural 
affection  of  relatives,  inducing  them  to  herd  and  partake 
of  food  with  patients  in  one  room,  has  to  be  gently  dealt 
with  ; interference  in  such  cases  is  likely  to  be  resented 
if  not  tactfully  attempted. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

« 

Measles. — This  is  the  most  infectious  disease  we  have 
to  contend  with,  and  it  has  made  its  appearance  in  epidemic 
form,  as  usual,  during  the  past  year  on  more  than  one 
occasion.  It  will,  as  far  as  my  experience  goes,  have 
its  fling,”  in  spite  of  school  closure  and  other  precautions 
taken  by  the  authorities  in  a densely  populated  area, 
the  susceptibles  being  so  closely  hedged  in  b^^  the  germs 
of  the  disease. 

There  were  2 deaths  of  children,  1 under  1 year  and 
the  other  between  2 and  5 Amars  of  age,  who  fell  victims 
to  lung  complications.  In  1912,  there  were  7 deaths 
from  this  disease.  So  many  people  adhere  to  the  fallacy 
that  children  must  have  the  complaint,  and  the  sooner  the 
better,  that  its  serious  effects  are  often  overlooked  and  its 
appearance  almost  welcomed.  It  is,  however,  satisfactory 
that,  out  of  the  large  number  of  children  attacked,  there 
were  so  few  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough  appears  to  have  been  much  more 
fatal  than  Measles,  for  although  it  is  impossible  to  say 
how  many  sufferers  there  were,  I am  sure  that  the  spread 
of  this  disease  was  nothing  like  so  extensive  as  that  of 
Measles,  and  yet  there  were  5 deaths,  of  which  2 were  of 
children  under  2 years,  and  3 between  2 and  5 3^ears  of  age. 
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Influenza. — There  were  2 deaths  of  persons  over  65 
years  of  age  certified  as  direct!}^  due  to  this  complaint. 
In  1912,  there  were  no  deaths,  but  in  1911  there  were  3 
deaths  attributed  to  it. 

Chicken-pox. — Several  cases  have  been  observed,  but 
no  extensive  epidemic.  It  is  only  of  significence  on  account 
of  its  resemblance  in  some  cases  to  the  more  formidable 
disease,  Small-pox. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. — The  summer  of  1913  was 
not  very  hot,  and  the  season  altogether  not  favourable  to 
the  development  and  extension  of  this  very  serious  malady, 
so  fatal  to  infants.  There  were  2 deaths  of  children  under 
1 year  of  age  : 1 aged  3 days,  from  Diarrhoea,  in  April, 
and  the  other  1 month  from  Enteritis,  in  Januar^v  Neither 
of  these  deaths  having  occured  in  the  summer. 

Closets  of  the  conservancy  S3^steni,  which  abound 
in  this  District,  are,  in  hot  and  dr}^  seasons,  sources  of 
infection  by  the  agencv"  of  flies,  and  cause  air  pollution. 

The  Local  Government  Board,  in  a circular,  referred 
to  the  danger  to  health  caused  by  accumulations  of  refuse, 
which  provide  breeding  grounds  for  flies  ; and  further 
stated  that  closets  on  the  conservancy  system  are  a menace 
to  the  health  of  the  public,  and  especialE  children. 

SOME  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Cancer  caused  14  deaths,  2 of  persons  between  25  and 
45,  8 between  45  and  65,  and  4 over  65  3"ears  of  age.  In 
1912,  there  were  9;  in  1911,  10;  1910,  12;  1909,  15; 
and  1908,  14  deaths.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  population 
in  1913  was  .8;  in  1912,  .5;  and  1911,  .6. 
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Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. — There  were  11  deaths 
from  Bronchitis,  and  16  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia. 
Bronchitis  caused  2 deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of 
age,  and  9 of  persons  over  65  years — the  two  extremes  of 
life.  Pnenmonia  was  more  or  less  fatal  at  all  ages,  6 of 
the  deaths  were  of  children  under  1 year  of  age.  In  the 
pre\dous  year.  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  combined  caused 
16  deaths. 

Heart  Disease  caused  27  deaths,  14  of  which  were 
of  old  people  o\'er  65  years  of  age. 


SCAVENGING. 

There  are  3,250  closet-pails,  970  dust-bins  and  1,330 
water-closets  in  -the  District.  iTill  details  are  given  in 
the  Sur\'eyor’s  Report,  and  I will  only  refer  to  one  particular 
regarding  the  conversion  of  pails  into  water-closets.  There 
were  two  pail-closets  converted  into  water-closets.  The 
conversion  of  pail-closets  into  water-closets  can,  I think, 
only  con\xniently  be  effected  gradually  ; the  cost  would 
not  then  be  pressing  too  lieavily  on  the  ratepayers.  There 
may  be  some  properties  which  are  likely  to  become  very 
soon,  owing  to  other  circumstances,  unfit  for  habitation, 
and  conversion  on  such  consequently  impolitic.  Wholesale 
conversion,  I should  say,  can  scarcely  l)e  contemplated, 
as  the  expense  would  be  intolerable  in  a district  in  which 
the  conservancy  system  is  so  predominant. 

A scheme  might  be  devised  of  carrying  out  such  work 
in  sections,  or  owners  willing  to  contri1)ute  a fair  sum 
might  receive  first  attention,  a few  conversions  might  thus 
be  effected  each  half-year  without  incurring  great  expense. 
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It  would,  undoubtedly,  improve  the  properties  and  increase 
their  value  if  water-closets  were  substituted  for  pail- 
closets.  The  needful  powers  are  provided  by  certain 
clauses  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 

The  emptying  of  dust-bins  into  uncoA’-ered  carts  when 
a rough  wind  prevails  is  not  hygienically  satisfactory. 
Py  the  use  of  duplicates,  covered  bins  might  be  removed, 
without  causing  aii}^  nuisance.  Another  improvement, 
though  a costly  one,  would  be  the  erection  of  a destructor. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  8 cowsheds  with  69  milch  cows  in  the 
District,  the  former  have  been  visited  at  least  twice  in  the 
year.  Two  of  the  cowsheds  were  unclean.  There  arc  28 
milksellers  in  the  District,  and  6 outside  residents  bring 
in  milk.  A strict  observance  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds 
and  Milkshops  Orders  is  imperatively  necessary  to  ensure 
cleanliness  and  prevention  of  transmissible  disease  ; and 
it  is,  I think,  desirable  that  veterinar\"  inspection  of  milch 
cows  should  form  part  of  a legistaitve  enactment. 

The  orders  in  force  enable  an  authority  to  take  pro- 
ceedings against  persons  who  disregard  cleanliness  with 
regard  to  storage  of  milk  and  the  milking  of  beast. 

A large  number  of  children  suffering  from  Tuber- 
culosis have  acquired  the  disease  through  being  fed  on 
unsterilized  milk  from  diseased  animals  ; this  has  been 
proved  by  the  discovery  of  the  bovine  bacillus  in  the 
tissues  of  the  children. 
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One  can  only  conclude  that  there  is  still  much  room 
for  improvement  with  regard  to  the  housing,  health  and 
milking  of  beast,  and  disposal  of  milk  in  this  country. 

Some  cowkeepers  will  persist  in  having  heaps  of 
manure  near  their  sheds,  and  more  remarkable  still,  within 
a few  yards  from  their  houses. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Numerous  inspections  at  slaughtering  and  other 
times  have  been  made,  full  particulars  of  which  are  given 
in  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances’  Report. 

It  would  be  very  advantageous  if  all  slaughtering 
could  be  done  in  a public  abattoir,  instead  of  slaughter- 
houses scattered  over  the  District.  Inspection  would  be 
facilitated,  and  prompt  removal  of  offal,  etc.,  effected. 

Attention  is  immediately  called  to  any  departure 
from  the  Bye-laws,  and  a ]:)roper  observance  of  the  same 
insisted  on. 

Three  beasts’  careases  were  condemned  and  sent 
to  the  Nottingham  Destructor. 


SMOKE  PREVENTION. 

Two  complaints  respecting  factory  smoke  have  been^ 
satisfactorily  dealt  with. 
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FACTORIES  & WORKSHOPS  (including  BAKEHOUSES). 

There  are  6 factories  (including  factor}"  laundries) 
and  84  workshops  (including  bakehouses),  all  of  which 
have  been  inspected  during  the  year. 

There  are  12  bakehouses,  not  one  of  which  is  under- 
ground. 

Two  of  the  bakehouses  and  2 other  workshops  were 
not  quite  satisfactory  until  made  so  after  attention  had 
been  called  to  their  condition. 

The  chief  cause  of  complaint  with  regard  to  bake- 
houses, and  also  some  of  the  other  workshops,  is  neglect 
of  regular  lime-washing,  and,  in  a few  instances,  not  fixing 
up  the  prescribed  Abstract. 

Thirty-eight  lists  of  outworkers  have  been  received, 
referring  to  20  contractors  and  247  work-people.  vSix 
notices  had  to  be  sent  to  em])lo3"ees  before  obtaining  their 
lists. 


In  4 instances,  work  was  being  carried  on  in  infected 
premises,  and  immediately  stopped  ; the  goods  were 
disinfected  before  being  returned  to  the  employers. 

Further  particulars  are  to  be  found  in  the  usual 
Table  appended  to  this  Report. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &c.,  ACT. 

The  work  done  during  1913  under  this  Act  is  as 
follows  : —

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(2) .  Houses  considered  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous 
or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  6.

Orders,  6. 


(4) ,  Closing  Orders  made,  6. 

(5) .  The  number  of  dwelling-houses,  the  defects  in 
which  were  remedied  without  the  making  of  Closing 
Orders,  194. 

(6) .  The  number  of  dwelling-houses,  which,  after 
making  Closing  Orders,  were  put  into  a fit  state  for  human 
habitation,  3. 

There  are  a large  number  of  old  houses  of  a rather 
inferior  character  in  Carlton  Ward,  which  are  occupied 
by  poor  people,  many  of  whom  receive  parish  pay  and 
pensions.  Too  great  and  rapid  a disturbance  of  such  has 
been,  as  far  as  possible,  a\mided  ; only  the  worst  have 
been  dealt  with,  but  it  is  hoped  that,  under  the  Act,  the 
number  will  be  gradually  diminished. 

METEOROLOGY. 

Dr.  Henry  Handford,  Medical  Olficer  of  Health  for 
the  County,  has  kindh’  supplied  me  with  a chart  of 
meteorological  records,  which  will  be  found,  with  other 
tables,  at  the  end  of  the  Reports,  and  also  the  following 
epitome  of  the  weather  conditions  during  1913.

The  year  was  marked  by  an  absence  of  extremes  of 
heat  or  cold,  by  less  than  the  usual  amount  of  bright 
sunshine  and  by  a small  rain-fall. 

‘‘  February,  June,  July  and  December  were  dr}’ 
months.  The  heavy  retentive  soil  of  the  neighbourhood 
of  Southwell  suffered  comparatively  little  from  the  drought 
which  was  frequently  broken  by  slight  showers. 

“ The  Autumn  months  were  unusually  mild,  and  roses 
could  be  gathered  in  considerable  quantities  in  the  open 
garden  up  till  December. 

“ There  was  a very  heavy  snowfall  on  Januar}’  11th, 
lasting  from  10-30  a.m.  to  past  midnight,  with  a strong 
E.S.E.  wind.  Depth,  about  7 inches.  Many  cedar  trees 
in  the  County  had  large  branches  broken.  Other  large 
evergreen  shrubs  were  uprooted.  February  llth-13th  very 
thick  fog,  clearing  a little  at  mid-day  ; but  otherwise 
continuous  for  3 days. 

“ A long  dry  period  commenced  on  May  13th,  and 
for  the  following  100  days  (14  weeks  and  2 days)  only 
l.Lo2  inches  of  rain  were  measured,  spread  over  23  days. 


During  the  first  week  of  October  a very  excessive  rainfall 
occurred.  The  heaviest  fall  was  2-48  inches  on  the  5th.. 
The  substantial  accuracy  of  this  observation  is  confirmed 
by  the  record  of  the  Monthly  Gauge,  as  well  as  by  neigh- 
bouring observers. 

“ On  the  4 days,  October  4th  to  7th  inclusive,  4’ 375 
inches  of  rain  were  measured.  During  the  56f  hours, 
from  8 a.ni.  on  October  5th  to  4-45  p.m.  on  October  7th, 
there  fell  4.03  inches  out  of  the  above-mentioned  total. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  again  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  courtes}'"  and  consideration  which  I have  invariably 
received  at  the  hands  of  the  Council  and  my  fellow-olficers,,

ENGINEER  & SURVEYOR’S  REPORT. 


Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Office, 

Carlton,  January,  1914. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  as  my 
Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  1113^  department  during  the 
past  year. 

New  Buildings. — During  the  Y^ear  ended  December 
31st,  1913,  plans  were  approved  for  the  erection  of  156 
dwelling-houses  in  your  District.  Of  these,  125  were  in 
Carlton  Ward,  6 in  Netherfield  Ward,  and  25  in  Porchester 
Ward.  In  addition,  plans  have  been  approved  for  17 
alterations  and  additions  to  dwelling-houses,  4 new  streets, 
3 factor}^  extensions,  4 stables,  1 coach-house,  1 motor- 
garage,  1 workshop,  additions  to  picture  palace,  1 bleach 
house,  1 printing  shed. 

Roads  and  Streets. — Further  lengths  of  tar-mac  have 
been  laid  on  Carlton  Hill  and  in  Burton  Road. 

The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Count\"  vSurvecmr 
on  the  Main  Roads  in  this  District  for  the  last  year  : — 

“ The  roads  have  been  well  attended  to,  and,  in 
spite  of  increasing  traffic,  show  that  wise  econoni}"  has 
been  adopted  in  their  management.” 
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It  is  to  be  expected  that  there  will  be  considerable 
disturbance  of  the  road  surface  from  the  City  Boundary 
to  Church  vStreet,  owing  to  the  construction  of  the  tram- 
way’s by  the  Xottingham  Corporation,  which  will  be 
commenced  shortly. 

A great  improvement  has  been  effected  in  Station 
Road  by  the  demolition  of  the  old  property  opposite 
Crow  Hill  Road,  and  the  setting  back  of  the  building  and 
street  lines. 

The  following  private  streets  have  been  made  up 
during  the  year,  viz.  : — Highfield  Drive,  Mayfield  Road, 
Elm  Avenue,  Primrose  Street,  Crow  Hill  Road,  Midland 
Grove,  Chandos  Avenue  and  Carnarvon  Street.  The  cost 
having  been  /2,111.  Provisional  apportionments  have 
been  served  and  application  made  to  the  L.G.B.  for  sanction 
to  take  up  a loan  for  the  making  up  of  Albert  Avenue. 
This  work  has  been  carried  out  by’  direct  labour  under 
m_v  supervision. 

The  following  are  the  amounts  of  the  various  materials 
used  on  the  highway’s  and  streets  during  the  year,  viz.  ; 
Granite,  250  tons  ; slag,  1,480  tons  ; tar-macadam,  1,300 
tons  ; flags,  3,000  super  yards  ; kerbing,  560  lin.  yards. 

During  the  summer  months,  the  street  watering  vans 
were  in  use  on  112  days. 

The  expenditure  on  the  repair  and  maintenance  of 
the  whole  of  highways  was,  after  deducting  receipts, 
£837,  as  against  /981  in  the  previous  year. 
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Sewers. — The  whole  of  the  sewers  have  been  inspeeted 
and  flushed,  and  are  in  good  condition. 

Sewage  Disposal. — The  annual  call  made  upon  you 
by  the  Nottingham  Corporation  for  the  disposal  of  the 
sewarge  of  the  District  for  last  year  was  £851,  as  against 
£1,046  for  the  previous  year. 

Street  Lighting. — During  the  year,  12  new  street 
lamps  have  been  erected,  making  a total  number  of  lamps 
in  the  District  of  298.  In  addition,  62  old  flat-flame 
burners  have  been  replaced  with  inverted  incandescent 
flttings.  The  cost  of  this  department,  for  the  year  ended 
March  31st,  1913,  was  £752  ; and  in  the  previous  year, 
£714. 

Night-soil  Scavenging. — During  the  year,  the  work 
done  in  this  department  has  consisted  of  the  removal  of 
2,976  loads  of  night-soil  and  other  refuse  ; of  this  number, 
859  loads  have  been  deposited  on  the  tips  at  the  allotments, 
for  the  use  of  your  tenants,  and  the  remainder  supplied 
to  farmers  in  the  locality. 

The  expenditure  in  this  department  for  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  1913,  was  £870,  and  in  the  pre’sdous 
year,  £729. 

I am  again  ])leased  to  say  that  no  complaints  have 
been  received  of  nuisances  caused  by  the  tipping  of  this 
night-soil,  and  I am  not  aware  of  any  of  it  being  stored 
at  any  tip  in  the  District.

The  number  of  pails  in  the  District  is  3,250  ; dust-bins, 
970  ; and  w.c.’s,  1,330. 

Cemetery. — During  the  past  year,  168  interments  have 
taken  place  in  the  cemetery,  as  against  119  in  the  previous 
year. 

Free  Library. — The  Free  Library  and  the  News  Room 
continue  to  be  very  largely  used. 

Fire  Brigade. — I am  pleased  to  again  report  that 
there  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  fire  in  your  District 
during  the  year.  The  Brigade  has  attended  the  following 
outbreaks  during  the  year.; — Fire  in  outhouse,  Orlando 
Drive  ; fire  at  shop  premises.  Station  Road  ; stack  fire. 
Fodder  P'arm,  Gedling  ; stack  fire  at  Clarke’s  farm, 
Hoveringham  ; and  stack  fire  at  Dring’s  farm,  Woodboro’. 

The  firemen’s  dwellings  have  been  completed,  and  we 
have  now  8 employees  of  the  Council  residing  in  the  same. 
A steam  fire-engine  has  been  purchased,  which  is  a valuable 
addition  to  the  Fire  Brigade  appliances. 

Steam  Roller. — The  steam  roller,  in  addition  to  doing 
our  own  work  during  the  year,  has  done  work  outside  to 
the  extent  of  £44. 

Public  Conveniences. — The  old  iron  convenience  in 
Station  Road  has  been  removed  and  a brick  erection, 
containing  11  latrines  and  2 w.c.’s,  placed  on  the  site  at 
a cost  of  £130.  A site  has  been  obtained  for  another 
convenience  at  Carlton  Hill,  which  I hope  will  be  erected 
within  the  next  three  months. 


In  concluding  this  Report,  I should  again  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtes}^  and  assistance 
rendered  to  me  by  the  Council  and  1113^  fellow-officials 
at  all  times.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  following 
Report  : — 

As  a result  of  niy  very  numerous  visits  and  inspections 
as  a whole-time  officer,  there  have  been  74  statutory 
notices  issued,  and  100  other  than  statutor^L  resulting 
in  a large  number  of  nuisances  being  remedied. 

One  hundred  and  three  houses  have  been  fumigated 
after  infection. 

Improvement  of  2 bakehouses  has  been  made. 

I have  twice  visited  the  8 cow-keepers’  premises, 
2 of  the  sheds  were  in  an  unclean  condition.  I have  also 
paid  attention  to  the  milksellers,  with  regard  to  their 
premises  and  appliances.  There  are  69  milch  cows  kept 
in  the  District. 

I have  made  104  visits  to  the  84  workshops,  4 of 
which  were  improved.  I have  also  dealt  with  the  following: 
214  defective  drains,  6 nuisances  at  public  schools,  2 smoke 
nuisances,  2 cesspools  (which  were  abolished),  2 bedroom 
roofs  out  of  repair,  8 fowl  pens  (which  were  removed), 
2 cases  of  over-crowding,  etc. 

I have  paid  a number  of  visits  to  all  the  slaughterhouses 
(especially  during  slaughtering  times),  also  Butchers’,  Fish, 
Tripe,  and  Fruit  shops. 
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I have  examined,  on  suspicion,  6 beasts’  carcases,  2 
of  which  were  passed,  after  expert  examination  by  a 
veterinary  surgeon  ; 1 was  partly  destroyed,  and  3 were 
totally  destro3"ed.  In  addition,  68  lb.  of  over-heated 
beef,  1 sheep,  10  lb.  of  smoked  bacon  and  7 lb.  of  tomatoes 
were  destroyed. 

Home-workers  have  received  attention,  and  on  4 
occasions,  work  was  stopped  on  account  of  infectious 
diseases. 

Two  beds,  from  houses  in  which  fatal  infectious 
diseases  had  occurred,  have  been  burned. 

I am  not  satisfied  with  the  wa\^  milk  is  delivered  by 
farmers  to  sellers,  and  think  some  improvement  might 
be  effected.  ^ 

I have  inspected  200  houses  during  the  ye3.r,  under 
the  Housing,  Town  Planning  Act,  and  many  improvements 
have  resulted.  Dampness,  roofs,  floors  and  back-yards 
out  of  repair,  dirt,  over-crowding  and  unventilated  bed- 
rooms are  some  of  the  nian\^  defects  discovered. 

vSix  closing  orders  were  made,  3 of  the  houses  were 
afterwards  put  into  a fit  state  for  human  habitation. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  Council  and  my  fellow- 
officers  for  their  courtesy  and  consideration,  and  remain
